On the afternoon of asib ultlmo, at about 
$.30, a Gre broke out at a rogman’s house at 
No, 26 Kallyacho, Nisbiantoin, Kioto. After 
five houtes had been destroyed the firemen 
reticed, all danger appeatiag to be over, But it 
wes soon focnd that the firo had not been ex- 
tlagulshed, as shortly afterwards, flames were 
teen to break forth from the storehouses belong.
